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PREFACE 


The following letter and radio scrip is a replica of the exact 
program originated by the Twin Falls Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce in the Field of Leadership Training. We feel that train- 
ing for leadership should not necessarily start after a person 
becomes an official member of the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce. Rather it should be started with the teen age groups. 
This integration program will definitely help the organization 
in that civic leadership and training will not have to be entirely 
new to young men as they become members of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. The enclosed letter was addressed to all 
the civic groups in the city and the project was immediately 
accepted. The radio scrip was given on a fifteen minute pro- 
gram, donated by the local Radio Station. Many comments have 
come back to the organization about this program. At a meeting 
of the State Board of Directors held in Caldwell, Idaho on 
October the 8th the plan was adopted as a State wide project. 
All affiliates are now actively participating. Many revisions 
and additions will probably be made, but it is our desire and 
hope that you will all see it in the light of making our Country 
and Community a better place in which to live.

TWIN FALLS JUNIOR CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Dear Sirs: August 11, 1944 


It is felt by many of the leading educators throughout the United States 
that one of the major problems in the field of secondary education after the 
war will be that of school and community integration. In other words, 
special effort must be made in the years to come to more closely correlate 
the activities of senior high school students, especially boys, with civic 
activities of which the boys must eventually become a part. The civic lead- 
ers are not sufficiently acquainted with the boys who are to graduate; 
neither are the boys acquainted with the nature and purpose of civic clubs. 
Why should our senior boys be strangers to our senior men? 


In an effort to bridge this gap we would like to suggest that the fol- 
lowing Twin Falls clubs; namely, the Senior Chamber of Commerce, Toast- 
masters, the City Council, the Lions Club, the Rotary Club, and the Kiwanis 
Club, along with the Junior Chamber of Commerce, each accept the respon- 
sibility of sponsoring the equivalent of fifteen to twenty of the senior high 
school boys this year to the extent that the boys, in groups of three and 
four, attend at least ten civic meetings. If every boy could sit with each of 
these organizations for two meetings sometime during the course of the 
year, a great deal of good would come to that boy. He would get acquaint- 
ed with the leading citizens of the community. He would appreciate what 
community spirit is, what it takes to organize and operate a community; 
furthermore, when he graduates he is more thoroughly conditioned to take 
his place as a senior citizen. He would not need to lose from five to ten 
years before he is conscious of his responsibility as an active citizen. 


It is impossible to enumerate the advantages that such a program would 
have so far as our boys are concerned. In addition, the men who constitute 
these civic clubs will also gain a great deal from the boys. A community is 
no better than its youth, nor it is any better than the attitude of its senior 
citizens. If we can carry on a program whereby our senior boys can be 
shuffled through the civic clubs, we feel that a great deal of practical edu- 
cation will take place and a great amount of understanding between boys 
and men will also be experienced. 

The mechanics of such a program could operate about as follows: The 
Boys’ Club of the high school will work out a system of rotation whereby 
each senior boy will have the opportunity of visiting each of the five 
separate clubs: at least twice during the year. He would thereby get 
acquainted with the different men in the different clubs and also become 
acquainted with the functions and purposes of the separate organizations. 
If there were a hundred boys such a rotation would make it necessary for 
the boys to visit in groups of three most of the time. The visitations should 
be scheduled throughout the year so that each boy would anticipate meetings 
all during the school term. This program implies that the boys be spon- 
sored financially for their meals. All service clubs have their boy and girl 
committees. This is a real opportunity to help those committees do a 
worthwhile project. After each student returns from a visit he will be 
asked to write his opinion of the meeting attended on a card. From time to 
time these opinions or evaluations will be complied for the benefit of the 
Clubs. 

The idea is not altogether a new one. There are a few cases where it 
has been practiced in small communities. However, we know of no place 
in the United States where it has been practiced in a community of this 
size with the same number of boys. It is conceivable, then, that we can 
initiate an integration program that may have far reaching effects. 

If your organization sees fit to enter into this program, the high school 
office will arrange a schedule for the boys and see that they are equitably 
rotated.

JUNIOR CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
LEADERSHIP TRAINING PROGRAM 


By JOHN D. FLATT* 


The world needs leadership. Nations want leaders. Our country 
to assure its perpetuation, must have leaders. We must not start leadership 
training tomorrow, next month, or next year; we must start it today. The 
leaders we have tomorrow will be those we train today. If we want a 
civilization that will endure, one that will be rich religiously, educationally, 
economically, socially, and politically, we must begin now. We must shape 
that civilization by moulding out of our present generation of young people 
a sturdy, well-disciplined, well-educated mass of leaders who will be 
capable of directing the destiny of our country. 


In the past year, as peoples of a free democracy, we have taken too 
much for granted. We have felt that leadership was automatic. People 
may automatically become leaders, but such automaticity does not always 
produce the best type of leaders. Al Capone was a leader, but charity was 
not his mission in life. Hitler is a leader, but his type preys upon the spill- 
ed blood of manhood, on mothers tears. He took his young people and 
trained them for war and death. We must take our young people and train 
them for peace and life. What we want tomorrow, are leaders who will be 
imbued with the “American way of life”; love, tolerance, and mercy; with 
vision, hope, and charity; with justice, perserverance, and courage. Yes, 
we want more than these, we want Washingtons, Lincolns and Grants. 


Where can we get such leaders? By training men today—young 
men. We don’t want men who stumble forward into leadership. They may 
be too warped. We want men who train forward into it; not men driven 
by a loud noise, but men driven forward by the desire to serve a great coun- 
try. Remember, a whistle becomes silent as it’s steam evaporates into noth- 
ingness. But the steam that is directed exerts power and does work. We 
want men who are purposeful, dynamic, and sincere. We can get them by 
leadership training today. Let’s not leave our shapers of desting to chance. 
Let’s take a chance and shape our leaders today. 


How can we train today’s young men? There is no absolute way. 
No single agency, of the many institutions that constitute our complex so- 
ciety, is sufficiently impressive to completely train an adolescent or a child. 
It takes many agencies to mold a personality. Religion alone is not ample. 
Education alone might only unfold a fool. Industry by itself might only 
produce money grabbers. But if we have many constructive institutions, 
many positive influences, many worthwhile organizations, it is possible to 
bring to bear upon the young mind enough of that which is constructive and 
good to foreshadow the evil and destructive forces that are present in any 
society. Crime culture develops crime. In contrast, cuture for “the good 
life’ inspires a life of good culture. 


In Twin Falls we have many constructive institutions and agencies. 
We have good churches, good schools, good civic organizations, good homes, 
and many high type people. Of course, we have our share of evil forces. 
It is our job to make our worthwhile agencies so pleasant that the less de- 
sirable places have little attraction. Few young people desire an unwhole- 
some atmosphere. However, if adults fail to set up constructive surround- 
ings and training facilities for young folks, they may automatically be 
forced into improper associations. Wherever a child goes, or whatever it 
does, it is getting training for something. That something cannot be neutral; 
it must be either for the good or for the bad. Let's combine our forces to- 
gether for the good.

The Junior Chamber of Commerce is the over-all sponsoring agency 
for a type of leadership training in our community that is unique. It has 
accepted the challenge of initiating this program in Twin Falls, as a proving 
ground, and of extending it throughout the state and possibly the nation. 
In brief the project is as follows: In our city we have several active organi- 
zations, the Junior Chamber of Commerce, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Kiwanis, the Rotary, Toastmasters, the Lions, and the City Council. In 
high school we have nearly a hundred senior boys. These boys are to at- 
tend the weekly and monthly meetings of these organizations and learn and 
observe what it takes to make a community function. It is planned tha 
each boy will-be able to visit each of the groups at least twice during the 
school term, ten visits or more in all. Each day, after returning from a 
visitation the boys will write a record of their impressions, if any, and in- 
sofar as possible evaluate the club meetings attended. At intervals these 
evaluations will be examined by organization officials. The Boys’ club of 
the high school arranges the rotation and is compiling records of the visi- 
tations. Our motto in high school this year is “Democracy and Leadership 
for a Better World.” How well it fits into this community project. 


Such a rotation of our junior ciitizens through the clubs of our senior 
citizens will do many constructive things. The mention a few: the older 
men will get acquainted with the younger men and vice versa. The young 
men will be conditioned to take their places as active citizens upon gradua- 
tion from high school. In accordance with opinions of educators through- 
out the nation, a great deal of schocl and community integration will take 
place. There should be no gap between our junior and senior citizens. 
Therefore, the rotation, as described, will bridge the gap between school and 
community, not altogether, but it will be a big step. What would you have 
given to make such visits, each at least twice; when you were a young man? 
Just now our young men are wondering what the world is about. Their 
objectives have been side-tracked, their hopes shattered by a war which 
they did not start. However, those same boys will be the ones to direct our 
activities tomorrow. Though they have been disturbed they are not shaken. 
They are still most worthy and capable. It is not too late to begin a train- 
ing program that will properly unfold the ability that is latent in these 
young men. This generation has a job to do today; that of fighting this 
war, and they are doing it. It also knows that it has a job to do in the 
future—that of conducting the peace, and we are confident that they will 
do it. But we must not let them drift. They don’t want to drift. They’ 
want to learn what to do to conduct a community, a state and a nation. 
They want training for the responsibility that lies ahead. 


Just what constitutes leadership? All people think, but they may not 
think of much that is constructive. We always have the cold water throw- 
ers, those who do not have faith, vision, or the courage to tackle problems. 
They are the folks who always see the bad side of everything—negative 
personalities, they are sometimes called. But people of that type play but 
a small part in the upward surge of mankind. They annoy rather than em- 
ploy the better faculties of human intelligence. However, such people are 
eventually by-passed, and in their places we observe men of strength carry- 
ing on the work of the nation.—By leadership training we mean to develop 
men with positive, constructive, worthwhile ideas. Men who will tackle 
problems, and not run from them. Men who are skilled at mainpulating 
changes for the betterment of mankind. Young men, if you please, who 
will take part in civic organizations, conduct meetings, do extra jobs, 
be alert to opportunities to make homes better, communities more whole- 
some, and governments more scientific. They will erase the insincere, the 
doubters, the parasities, and the dishonest. They will strive to purify our 
system of politics, to raise our educational standards, and to foster the 
Christian way of life. They will see that democracy is possible for those 
who strive to be democratic. They will build for all a society that makes 
possible not just existence, ,but real living. Jobs for those who have the 
will to work; education for the masses; recreation for the weary; music, art, 
and drama for the appreciative. They will see to it that there is tolerance 
and understanding, and they will be fearless with the unjust. These young 
men are not afraid. They know they have work to do and they want enough 


basic, well-directed training to take hold. In Twin Falls the organizations 
are opening the doors of opportunity to such boys. The koys will not let 
them down. 


Where will leadership manifest itself? The answer is simple— 
wherever there are people and activities. If a man were forever alone on 
a mountain, there would not be much need for leadership. But, people do 
not live alone. They rub elbows constantly. Our civilization is made up of 
one group of people after another. One social circle is imposed upon an- 
other until society becomes a mountain of social, political, economic, edu- 
cational and religious circles. It is in all these circles that we want strong 
leaders. We want our young men to be leaders in their homes. We want 
them to elevate society, to be active politically, and to give us a balanced 
economy. They must help us determine our educational patterns, and to 
act and live like Christians. When that day arrives our local, state, and 
national structures will be sound and strong because every unit and segment 
is sound and strong. We will not fear tomorrow, rather we will anticipate 
each new day as another building stone of wonderment in this way of life.

This was the burden of an ad- 
dressb y Seldon Waldo of Gaines- 
ville, Fla., national chamber pres- 
ident, at an institute which brought 
representatives from 10 states to 
IBM Homestead yesterday. 


Sixty-three Junior Chamber 
leaders took part in the institute, 
which opened Saturday night with 
a smoker in Hotel Frederick, Endi- 
cott. Most of the program was 
devoted to the group's internal_af- 
fairs, with emphasis on organiza- 
tion of new units. 

Communities in New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island were the best 
represented. Chamber officials said 
they were disappointed that a 
larger number of New England 
communities did not send dele- 
gates, 

Seek More Units 

Presidents of several state or- 
ganizations and regional officers 
made it clear yesterday that the 
chamber’s No. 1 current objective 
is a sharp increase in the number 
of active units. World War II, 
which took thousands of chamber 
members out of chamber work, 
faced the organization with a prob- 
\lem- more difficult-than any group 
has ever had to face before, they 
stressed. 

Mr. Waldo’s address was the only 
one touching on broad policies of 
the organization. 

The United Nations, he told the 
group, is a step in the direction 
of world unity which could be ma- 
terially improved by a closer ad- 
herence to the structure of the 
United States. 


U.S. Good Example 


The world need look no further 
than the structure of the United 
States, he contended, for a com- 
pletely workable international 
organization which protects re- 
gional interests without giving 
them priority over the welfare 
of the whole group. 

The junior chamber, he said, 
comprises articulate young men 
of better-than-average education, 
ideally suited to do a missionary 
job in favor of world solidarity. 
He urged community units to 
work to this end. 

Dause L. Bibby, IBM executive 
assistant, welcomed the delegates. 
Floyd Stout of Circleville, Ohio, 
told the group of plans for the 
national convention next year ,at 
Long Beach, Cal., and state presi- 
dents discussed local problems.

Cheese Pinwheels 

Two cups sifted flour, 2 teaspoons 
baking powder, 42 teaspoon Salt, 14 
teaspoon paprika, 14 cup shortening, 
2; cup bottled milk, 42 cup grated 
American cheese. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der,,salt and paprika, Cut in 
shortening. Add milk and blend 
lightly with a fork.

WE BELIEVE: 


That the Brotherhood of Man 
transcends the sovereignty 
of nations, 


That economic justice can best 
be won by free men through 
free enterprise, 


That government should be of 
laws rather than of men, 


That earth's great treasure 
lies in human personality, 


And that service to humanity 
is the best work of life. 


EXPLANATION OF THE FIVE POINTS OF THE JAYCHE CREED 


(As prepared by William Brownfield, a member of the Columbus organization) 


It is our conviction that the Junior Chamber of Commerce should crystalize 
its beliefs in the areas of international relations, the American economic 
system, constitutional government, basic valve of life, and service to the 
community; and that these beliefs should be reduced to simple statements of 
principal and combined into a creed, 


The creed is composed of five statements which, though brief, contain the 
fundamental principles involved in each case. 


THE JAYCEE CREED 
1. THAT THE BROTHERHOOD OF MAN TRANSCENDS THE SOVEREIGNTY OF NATIONS, 


This deals with the problem of war and peace, which should be close to 
the hearts of all Jaycees. We state the simple and fundamental belief that 
the brotherhood of man is greater than the absolute sovereignty of any 
nation. Sovereignty belongs to the people and it should be allocated by 
them among the political divisions of the city, the state, the nation, and 
internationally in proportion to the need at each level in order to serve 
the people best. 


2, THAT ECONOMIC JUSTICE CAN BEST BE WON BY FREE MEN THROUGH FREE ENTERPRISE, 


This should find universal acceptance among Jaycees because by its very 
nature the Junior Chamber could not exist without free enterprise. We 
should stand upon our faith in the virtue of ambition and initiative and 
declare our conviction that this system, by which America became great, can 
bring economic justice to all.

4, SHAT EARTH'S GREAT TREASURE LIES IN HUMAN PERSONALITY, 


In this statement we declare our belief in human life as being the most 
valuable thing on earth and in the rights of men to a better lie with a 
higher standard of living for all people. We believe in the rights of 
men as against the selfish interests of monopoly and privilege. 


5 AND, THAT SERVICE TO HUMANITY IS THE BEST WORK OF LIFE, 
In this last principle we state the traditional objective of the 


Junior Chamber of Commerce, that of helping to promote the welfare of 
the community and to give ourselves in service to humanity. 
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
